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A large audience, comprising many 
distinguished people in academic and 
business circles, listened with rftpt 
attention to the, University lecture 
delivered in the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege lust evening by Prof. Herbert J. 
■ Rose, recently appointed assistant 
f professor of Classics and formerly a 
McGlll Rhodes Scholar, who won the 
blue ribbon in competition with the 
keenest classical minds in tbe nrit- 
ish Empire In bis usually happy 
vein Principal Peterson introduced 
the speaker, declaring that while ihc 
public might bold the opinion that 
Oxford and Cambridge existed solely 
to provide careers for the annual 
boat race, no doubt Prof. Rose by 
his lecture would dispel that idea. 
He also referred to the fact that in 
former years Met! ill was forced to 
seek her professors in other countries 
whereas of late years she had been 
able to enlist many from among her 
own graduates. 

Prof. Rose then began his address. 
He prefaced his remarks by stating 
that he was greatly pleased to be 
back once again at McGilt, his Alma 
Mater, and proceeded to describe the 
history of MeGill's rapid rise. After 
referring to the necessity of technical 
schools, faculties of science nnd med- 
icine, Prof. Rose made a strong plea 
for the Faculty of Arts nnd the ac- 
quirement of culture, Oxford was the 
most eminent example. What the 
Faculty of Arts was to McGill Uni- 
versity, so Oxford stood in the same 
relation to the otu Universities of 
the world. At Oxford the .students 
entering are possessed of a good gen- 
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eral education and the University 
tutors do not need to concern them- 
selves with imparting the rudiments, 
as is the ease on this side of the 
All: ntic, The speaker here spoke in no 
uncertain terms regarding the small 
salaries paid to teachers, and urged 
the necessity of adopting a higher 
standard in the schools throughout 
the Dominion. At Oxford also the 
tutorial system was undoubtedly an 
advantage, and owing to the large 
number of colleges the students of 
each could become intimately uc- 
! ununited with each other. At McGill 
this was impossible. Oxford Was also 
o great political centre, and even in 
their undergraduate days the students 
there give expression to their opin- 
tons and thus acquire that faculty in 
debate so necessary to public men. In 
their debates at the Oxford Union, 
the discussion was conducted on a 
high plane, and as a result, her rep- 
resentatives occasionally reaction the J 
ranks of statesmen and not th~nt~*ôT' 
mere politicians. Further, Oxford I 
set the standard of English used ' 
throughout Great Britain, and the 
University Freshmen as a rule wrote 
a style of English greatly superioi 
to many of their Seniors in other 
parts of the world. The speaker laid 
considerable emphasis upon the de- 
velopment of one's physical as well 
as his mental nature, and closed by 
Comparing Oxford's influence in 
Great Britain with that of McGlll in 
Canada.

EDITORIAL NOTES 
It. is unfortunate that Mr. MacArthur made a mistake in 
Saturday's game at Toronto. It was evidently unintentional 
but it is to be sincerely hoped Hint in future the men in 
charge of the game will be more thoroughly acquainted with 
Intercollegiate rules. Without in any way wishing to "knock" 
wo reproduce herewith n statement of the case as given to 
the Daily:— 

Buring the fourth quarter with minutes to play with the 
score 18-10 for Varsity, McGill backs by a combination run 
brought the ball from the half line to within three yards of 
Vnrsity's line. On first down they advanced to within a yard 
of the line. Then thc unsatisfactory decision was rendered. 
On their second down there was off-side interference in the 
Varsity scrimmage and the ball was given to McGill. Instead 
of following intercolleginte rules which read that when there 
irf' an offside inside the 5 yd line thc distance to the line 
should be devided in half and the non-offending side given 
'first down, the referee ordered McGill to take a free kick. 
This resulted only in a rouge and lost an almost Inevitable 
touch-down. 

Referee MacArthur remaining consistent to his reputation 
as a fair-minded and impartial official apologized to the Mc- 
Gill team in the dressing room later.
